This Committee is giving at- 
tention: (1) to devise means of effect- 
ing substantial reduction in price of 
Templar uniforms and equipment (2) pro- 
viding a uniform of greater comfort to 
the Sir Knights (3) providing a uniform 
to maintain the symbolism of the order of 
Knights Templar. 


Grand Encampment Decisions 


"There is nothing in Templar law to pre= 
vent a Commandery considering two or 

more petitions, regularly presented, en 
masse and balloted on. If such a ballot 
is unanimous, each petitioner shall be 
declared elected; on the other hand, in 
the event of the appearance of a black 
ball, there mst be a re=ballot upon each 
petition separately." 


“Where the word tballot! is used in the 
laws, it means a secret ballotj when the 
language of the statute is by 'vote,? a 
show of hands is the proper procedure." 


"A Commandery may not elect as a Past 
Commander a Sir Knight who has not served 
as Commander of a Commandery." 


"No more than 9 candidates be permitted 
to participate simultaneously with the 
Commander and Wardens in the first  LBNS." 


Condition of the Order 


Highlights of the report of the Grand 
Encampment Committee are: (1) The need 
for Knights Templar as individuals to 
think for themselves, (2) The acceptance 
of Templary as a principle of life and
